The butter, which is sold a t less tha n 
ha lf the price of ordina ry^ butter in Lon­ 
don, or from thirteen to fifteen cents pe:r 
pound, conta ins from GO to 70 i)cr cent, 
of fa t a nd from 23 to 25 per cent, of or­ 
ga nic ma tter. 
Its color is white a nd it 
is of a n a greea ble ta ste, is suita ble for 
cooking puri>oses a nd is being purcha sed 
by the iioor, who prefer it to ma rga rine. 
Being free from a cid it digests wifii 
grea ter ea se tha n da iry butter, a nd 
is 
jirefera hle in other wa ys to the ba d but­ 
ter which too often finds its wa y to ma r­ 
ket. 
It is a lso a more a ttra ctive com­ 
pound tha n the va rious prepa ra tions 
ca lled ma rga rine, some of which ha ve 
very questiona ble origin.—Goldthwa ite’s 
Geogra phica l Ma ga zine.

which feeds ou tho blood coiqiusclcs, a nd 
a nother microscopic foe of like descrij)- 
tion is responsible for certa in forms of 
dysentery. 
Undoubtedly ma ny disor­ 
ders not now understood will eventua lly 
be referred to a simila r origin.—Wa sh­ 
ington Sta r.
